It Is not to furnish 
it food, for It Is an established fact 
that a mosquito, after gorging him- 
self with human blood, dies within a 
few hours, whereas mosquit6es that

uext season. The adult mosquito does 
not need food. During Its larvae stago 
It has stored up enough nourishment to 
last all its life, and it Is a normal state 
for it to go without food for the rest 
of its existence.

Home of the Edam Clicoe. 


While the Edam cheese is a familiar 


visitor on the table not every one 
knows whence it comes cor how Its 
cannon ball proportions and gay col- 
oring have been achieved. The north- 
ern part of Holland is the seat of the 
Edam cheese industry, and the conse- 
quent cleanliness of the relish is there- 
fore doubly assured. 


In making It the fresh cow's milk Is 


carefully strained and the rennet add- 
ed. As soon as the milk curdles the 
whey is drawn off, and the curd, thor- 
oughly kneaded, ia pressed into molds. 
This process is repeated until the whey 
has all been extracted and the curd Is 
comparatively dry. It Is then wrapped 
In a linen cloth and kept for 10 or 12 
days until quite solid. Then the cloth 
Is removed and the cheese put into 
salt lye. Afterward a little more dry 
salt Is sprinkled on the cheese until 
the maker thinks it is salt enough to 
Insure its keeping. 


It is next put into a vessel and wash- 


ed with wuey and scraped to remove 
the white crust. It is next carried in- 
to a cool room and laid on shelves, 
where it Is frequently turned. 
The 


ripening process lasts from two to 
three months, the round balls grow- 
ing the fine yellow or reddish color 
peculiar to Edam cheese. The cheeses 
Intended to be exported to this coun- 
try are rendered still more brilliant by 
dyeing the rind with a vegetable dye.— 
New York Tribune.

State fair business for the current 


5'ear is closed and the expeneea con- 
Dieted witb the fair are paid, together 
with the indebtedness standing over 
from last year, which showing ia as it 
should be. There is no Stale in the 
Union that is mora capable of defray- 
ing the expense of a State fair than is 
Nevada, with its large aud superior 
natural resources. All that is neces- 
sary to place the State in a position 
that it shonlJ occupy, because of its 
natural wealth, is good government. 


The JOURNAL made a severe criticism 


when the fair closed, which will do no 
harm to the future efforts of the man- 
agement in State fair matters. We do 
not believe in blowing soft at all 
times in business matters. The man- 
agement 
was under 
disadvantages 


that do not usually exist in the Stale. 
The lateness of the season and its 
general disadvantage to 'farmers in 
maturing their crops accounts largely 
fur the 
fai!nrn to make exhibits of 


furin product:'. Tlie fruit crop of the 
Scnta was a f u i l u i e , because of tbu late 
iro-ts iu .Yl-i'., mid other conditions

The grain crops were up to their 


usual standard of excellence, but w»re 
in many places more lute than is the 
rule of maturity. Wheat in particular 
tuude a good yield, as the general 
uverags was from thirty to sixty bush- 
els per acre, which is a yield equal to 
average seasons, and which is equal, il 
not beyond, the average production of 
lands in wheat producing countries, 
aud is much 'ibove the average of other 
wheat producing States in the United 
State?. 


The people should aot be altogether 


exempt from censure because of the 
failure of exhibits; they should be in- 
terested ia advertising the resource? 
of the State by exhibiting its superior 
product?. The farmers should be ex 
cased bec.iuse of the general back 
wardness of the spring aud summer, 
but the same cause may not furnish SD 
excuse for them for many years tc 
come. The true relation of a State 
fair, or tuy f»ir in the State, to iu 
products and industries is advertise- 
ment. The premiums offered are in- 
tended to stimulate effort to secure 
superior excellence by exhibitors. The 
premiums offered are secondary to the 
main purpose of tbeState in providing 
State fair contests by exhibitors. 


The fairs of the State do not receive 


that care arid attention to which thej 
are entitled aa an advertisement of the 
State's resources, which is not a sur- 
prise when the policy of those who 
have directed the 
government and 


business relations of the State hue 
been to prevent any advertisement ol 
the natural resources and toil wealth 
of the State. It is believed that in tne 
near future the pol;cy of oppression 
end suppression will be changed to a 
more liberal and humane policy, when 
I he people and all industries will re 
ceive life and energy before unknown 
in tbe State. 


When all matters connected witb 


the State fair have been taken in re- 
view the management are entitled to 
credit upon general results. The way 
by the directors has been cleared for a 
very successful fair tbe coming season, 
iu which we bope the people will take 
sufficient interest to secure for tbe 
good of the commonwealth a fine ex- 
hibit. The good work of the manage- 
ment consists chiefly iu the payment 
of the indebtedness oustanding against 
the society, the liquidation of which 
furnished work sufficient to keep the 
management busy much of tbe time. 


The directors who are entitled to 


credit more especially for final success 
iu tbe business of the society are HOD, 
Theo. Winters, A. L>. Shane, George 
A't, T. K. Hymers, John Fitzgerald, 
RufusKuinej-, K. \V. Parry and Piesi- 
rlent Lem Mien. Louis Bevier, secre- 
tary of tbe society, is entitled to re- 
ceive credit for his work and diligence. 
Trie writer, who is a director, is not 
entitled to any credit, as ho sustained 
the character, and sustained it well, of 
giowler, whose presence ia always a 
nuisance when work that, requires un- 
divided attention is being disposed of 
by others.

Nearly tbe fall membership of tbe 


Chamber of Commerce met at the ball 
above tbe Criterion Tuesday evening 
for tbe purpose of listening to remarks 
by Congressman Newlands, Bays tbe 
Appeal, 


Mr. Newlanda was invited to address 


the body upon town and State im- 
provements, and he certainly advanced 
some ideas that will bear profit to this 
community in some future day. He 
related bis experience regarding tbe 
matter of storage reservoirs and awak- 
ened an interest in this matter. He 
clearly showed thit by proper manage- 
rmntthis section could be placed upon 
a basis of prosperity with irrigation 
reservoirs and at no great expenditure 
of money. Some years ago be acquired 
reservoir sitee on the upper and lower 
Carson river, and had facts and figures 
which proved their value. His ideae 
were given the people in order that 
they might work oat the practicability 
of the scheme. 


Mr. Newlaanda dwelt at considerable 


length upon taxation. He emphatical- 
ly declared that the rate of taxation is 
too high in this State. Tbe high rate 
of taxation he declared 
had driven 


capital from investment, and the quick- 
est remedy was the raising ol valuation 
and lowering the rate. With a low 
rale of taxation and a true valuation 
on property throughout the State, 
there will be plenty of capital seeking 
a chance for investment. 


Bis talk was in a friendly vein, and 


in no manner political. He stated that 
he was interested in State development 
from tbe fact that his interests were 
largely in this State, and that a larger 
population meant better revenues and 
interests from his holdings. 


Other matters came before the body 


which will assume practical shape in a 
short time, and tbe Chamber of Com- 
merce adjourned with thank; to the 
visitor for many good ideas advanced.
